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Caldwell, Taylor Dear and Glorious Physician 
Doubleday. Mar. 2, 1959. 572p. $3.95. (Ila) 

This large and compendious novel, forty-six years in 
the making according to the author, purports to be a 
story of Saint Luke, herein called Lucanus, a story of 
his pilgrimage through suffering and doubt and rebellion 
to the final acceptance of God and the realization of 
his purpose in life. Taken from the Bible, from legend 
and tradition it is, in the main, a credible account 
although heavily embellished with the author’s inter- 
pretation. The story opens in Antioch where Lucanus 
lives as the son of Aeneas and Iris, freedmen but 
former slaves of Priscus, for whose son, Diodorinus 
Cyrinus, Governer of Antioch, Aeneas now works as a 


bookkeeper and manager. Aeneas had been educated 
with Diodorinus and Iris had been educated by An- 
tonia, Diodorinus’s mother. Diodorinus is married to 
Aurelia, both of them preserving the older Roman 
virtues in the face of new customs as the reign of 
Augustus ends and that of Tiberius begins. Diodorinus 
has a daughter Rubria, seriously ill of a fatal disease, 
diagnosed by the Chaldean physician Keptah as a pro- 
gressively fatal blood disease. Lucanus manages to 
effect a remission of this disease by his prayers and a 
semi-magic potion and, in gratitude, Diodorinus has 
him educated. Lucanus falls in love with Rubria and 
when she inevitably dies begins a rebellion against the 
“Unknown God,” whose worshiper he had been, which 
lasted until he discovered Christ. 
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Meanwhile Lucanus continued his education at Alex- 
andria becoming an accomplished physician whose heal- 
ing touch frequently resulted in miracles. In his bitter- 
ness he set himself up as an opponent to God doing 
his best to alleviate the suffering a cruel God had im- 
posed upon mankind. And so, for years, he wandered 
about the shores of the Mediterranean treating mostly 
the poor and enslaved. As he fought injustice and 
brought some joy to the lives of the oppressed his 
passionate anger against God turned into a terrible 
weariness and his melancholy introversion found only 
nothingness. 


Lucanus met Sara ben Elazar, daughter of a rich Jew, 
whose passing he had eased, and, since he had been 
instructed in the Scripture of the Jews, looked kindly 
upon her and promised to find her stolen brother. He 
fell in love with her and finally asked her to marry but 
Sara refused, declaring he belonged to God. Both 
Sara and the Roman centurion from Capharnaum told 
Lucanus about Christ but he rejected Him as only a 
local faith-healer. In Athens he was perturbed by the 
darkness and earthquake of Good Friday. There he 
discovered Arieh ben Elazar, Sara’s brother, in the per- 
son of a slave he had bought to free. On ship bound 
for Israel, Lucanus cures Hillel ben Hamerari, the rich 
young man of the Gospel, and the two events so work 
on him that he ceases to hate God and hastens to 
Caesarea. There he finds his younger brother Priscus, 
who had been the centurion at the crucifixion, stricken 
with remorse but confession to Luke relieved him. 


Lucanus had begun to write his Gospel from the ac- 
counts of Hillel and Priscus. Miracles began to stem 
from his presence. He used the favor of Tiberius to 
have Pilate remove the ban Herod had persuaded him 
to place on nascent Christianity. He went to meet 
John and James, who partially distrusted him, and then 
spent time with Mary, the Mother of God, who ac- 
cepted him. From these and others he learned addi- 
tional material which went into his Gospel, and then 
‘he left to find the converted Saul of Tarsus and join 
forces with him as the story ends. 


This long and detailed story of St. Luke suffers mainly 
‘from verbosity and from the minute care which the 
author takes to include a multitude of semi-prophetic 
incidents which let us know without question which 
‘events must follow. One would not omit so many of 
‘the incidents at that but one would be happy to see 
less of the colorful description. And colorful is the 
‘word! A cursory count over twenty pages picked at 
random revealed no fewer than five and no more than 
fifteen names of colors on each page. In general, how- 
ever, the book is good and may be recommended to 


all adults.

Flood, Charles Bracelen Tell Me, Stranger 
Houghton, Mifflin. Mar. 2, 1959. 226p. $3.30. (IIb) 


Charles Bracelen Flood, whose first novel, Love is a 
Bridge, had won a Houghton, Mifflin scholarship, has 
written a less impressive novel in Tell Me, Stranger. 
What the title means is not evident from the contents. 


Francis Lakeland, a Catholic Harvard graduate, gave 
up a promising Wall Street job at twenty-five to become 
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a camera-toting assistant to Mrs. Sarah Benton, a thirty. 
year-old divorcee and world traveling photographer. 


After taking preview style shots in Paris and architec. 
tural shots in Chezeney, Carcassonne, Venice and 
Rome, they flew to Kenya, Africa, to photograph at 
mosphere shots for the Mau Mau crisis news stories. 
There was a side trip to Zanzibar and one to Kiliman- 
jaro, which Sarah could not climb and the summits of 
which Frank snapped with the cap on his lens. But 
Sarah managed a few good giraffe, lion and native 
photos in the Massai territory. 

A telegram interrupted their safari and brought them 
to the headquarters of the Algerian rebels. When the 
French Foreign Legion attacks the rebel position, Sarah 
wields her camera and Frank a machine gun to repel 
the attack and save themselves from complications with 
the French. 

Revolted by his action, Frank takes off for Lisbon. Sarah 
follows him because she felt that she now needed him 
as more than an assistant. The two fall in love and 
decide to marry. But as Sarah sees Frank’s sadness on 
Sunday mornings, she realizes that his religion, the 
practice of which he is ready to give over, will always 
be an obstacle to their happiness. After giving him up, 
Sarah goes to a sculptor friend of hers and Frank re- 
turns to the States. 

The incidents in the story are slight. Digressive pas- 
sages come in regularly to keep the reader in touch with 
Frank’s Wall Street uncle and with Sarah’s American 
sculptor friend, who lives near Paris. The Eur-African 
jaunt holds the material together lightly and seems 
quite pallid when compared with Robert Ruark’s Some- 
thing of Value, which is also laid in Kenya. 

The occasional philosophizing is good. The scenic de- 
scription varies in felicity. But the characters seem 
superficial; even the main character seems to have but 
two persistent thoughts: the Korean war and women. 
His attitude twoard his religion is solid enough, theo 
retically, but quite obvious—somewhat like Joyce’s in 
The Portrait of the Artist as a Young Man. 


The love scenes, while not explicit, are certainly not 
meant for juveniles. Cursing, swearing, vulgarity and 
profanity might have been suggested rather than spelled 


out.

Hepburn, Andrew Letter of Marque 
Little, Brown. Feb. 24,1959. 342p. $3.95. (I) 

The title of this historical novel, a nautical tale of the 
War of 1812, has reference to a commission granted by 
a government to a private person to fit out an armed 
vessel of his own, to cruise as privateer, and to make 
prize of the enemy’s ships and merchandise. Edward 
Stockton, the hero, is captured by the British during 2 
scuffle on the high seas, escapes to France, becomes 4 
privateer, has lots of adventures, (including the sinister 
plot that would ruin the heroine’s family), and kills 
the villain in the last chapter in an improbable duel 
disguised as duck-hunt near his family home. 

The pages rock with brigs and brigantines, all minutely 
described in authentic sounding terms for rigging and 
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sails. The dialogues are a little less authetnic sounding 
with their ever so lightly blasphemous sea-cant. There 
are also snatches of a kind of Cockney and some French 
clichés that lend atmosphere. The uneven writing goes 
into irrelevant details which prepare the reader for 
developments in plot which never materialize. The 
plot, for that matter, moves at too even a pace: a few 
sentences for a sea-battle, a few more for an encounter 
with the heroine. Here and there occur indigestible 
lumps of dialogue that could more easily be gotten by 
in a sentence. The period type illustrations of ships 
and maps were drawn by the author.

Bawden, Nina Devil by the Sea 


Lippincott. Mar. 11,1959. 224p. $3.50. (Ila) 

The scene is an English sea-resort town. The time is 
the end of the summer season. “The first time the 
children saw the Devil, he was sitting next to them in 
the second row of deckchairs in the bandstand. He 
was biting his nails.” Thus begins this extraordinary 
horror tale wherein the wounds of rejected love are 
opened and probed without mercy. 

Hilary is the unloved nine-year-old daughter in a family 
where love among its members is twisted by selfishness 
into hatred. Peregrine, the younger son, receives more 
than his share of attention and in the security of this 
position he finds goodness easy to come by. Hilary is 
therefore spurred into the seeking out of evil as an 
answer to her cry for affection. The Devil pops up in 
the form of old Dotty Jim, the village idiot, club-footed 
and rejected as is she. He becomes truly the Devil 
with all the preternatural implications to Hilary when 
she witnesses the preliminaries of his murder of a little 
girl named Poppet. With each new rebuff from her 
mother, father, step-sister, and spinster aunt, Hilary 
sinks deeped and deeper into her attraction to old Jim. 
At each stage in her Fall, she is abetted by Peregrine 
who is an astonishing, but believable, combination of 
innocence and cunning. As the gap widens between 
them as personifications of good and evil, the roles 
seem to become reversed and Hilary almost achieves 
the salvation of the Devil himself, through sympathy 
and love. Her private tragedy is echoed in the family 
when each member experiences his moments of fright- 
ening self-revelation. 

The novel’s undeniable strength lies in its tightly woven 
structure, its eerie surrealistic atmosphere, and in its 
devastatingly cruel character portrayal—each member 
of the family has his own private little hell comparable 
to Hilary’s own. That the author could recount this 
sordid tale without sordid details amounts to a kind of 
tour de force. That her malicious creation leaves in 
the reader a deeper compassion for human misery is 
something close to miraculous.

Fielding, Gabriel Eight Days 
Morrow. Feb. 25, 1959. 370p. $4.50. (Ila) 

First published in England last year, Eight Days is a 
novel of extreme complexity, involving as it does ele- 
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ments of the literary (and literate) “thriller”; the local 
color novel; and the type of theological fiction to which 
readers have become accustomed in recent years 
through the writings of Greene, Mauriac, and Bernanos. 
Add to this more than a little of the decadent atmos- 
phere of Oscar Wilde, Arthur Symons, and Baron 
Corvo, and one feels justified in the conclusion that 
Mr. Fielding’s book is, as the racing fraternity would 
have it, by Graham Greene out of The Yellow Book. 
The over-all result, however, is a novel of importance: 
a novel which contains some absolutely brilliant writing. 


In an unnamed international zone in Northern Africa, 
(probably Tangier), an English prison doctor, William 
Chance, finds himself with but eight days remaining 
of his annual vacation. A recent convert to the Cath- 
olic Church, a widower whose wife died some months 
prior to the events narrated in the novel, Chance sud- 
denly finds himself caught in a maelstrom of inter- 
national intrigue, involving the manipulation of the 
monetary exchange, blackmail, murder, and violence. 
Through an accidental meeting with a compulsive mur- 
derer named Markovicz, whom he had known as an 
inmate of a British prison years before, the doctor is 
plunged without warning into this strange world which 
is the “Zone”: a world peopled by exotics of every 
description: the Australian Fraser, who heads the 
“rackets” in the area; his chief aid, a former London 
psychiatrist who has been stricken from the Medical 
Register; a decayed Irish baronet whose weakness is 
Negro mistresses; a Belgian prostitute; a worldly-wise 
Arab boy; and a much-married English society woman 
with mauve hair. Last but not least among Chance’s 
new acquaintances are two young Americans, Columb 
Macgrady, and his wife Anna; it is Macgrady, strangely 
enough, a ne’er-do-well wastrel, who shows Chance the 
real meaning of Catholicism, and, as so often is the 
case in contemporary “Catholic” fiction, the sinner 
proves closer to God than the righteous man. 

In a novel of the “thriller” type, one feels justified in 
not relating too much of the story line or disclosing the 
climax. Serious readers will find Eight Days fascinating 
reading. The theology is often difficult to follow, the 
arguments tortuous and complicated; but there is Truth 
in this book and wisdom, and compassion. The more 
violently active chapters are as loaded with suspense as 
the best of the early Graham Greene: the Green of 
The Man Within, The Ministry of Fear, and Brighton 
Rock; and the author has captured to perfection the 
atmosphere of the East: strangely sinister yet indefinably 
appealing. Strongly recommended, but only for adult 


readers.

Nilin, Pavel Comrade Venka 


Simon and Schuster. Feb. 11, 1959. 246p. $3.95. (Ila) 
Over and above any intrinsic value it may have, Com- 
rade Venka is interesting as a reflection of Soviet Rus- 
sia’s literary taste, since it was serialized in Oktyabr, 
Russia’s leading literary magazine, and later became a 
best seller there. Its critical evaluation of the early 
days of the OGPU, (the onetime NKVD or Secret 


Police), would only be possible in this post-Stalinist 
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era, for Pavel Nilin has some rather stern things to 
say about those pioneer hatchetmen. In fact, the title 
of the novel in the original is Zhestokost’ (Cruelty). 


The hero, Comrade Venka, is a young Komsomol and 
potential party member, whose job it is to ferret out 
the bandits who infested the Siberian taiga and effec- 
tively retarded the spread of the gospel of the new 
government in the early 20’s. He is an idealist, but 
not the simple, smiling sort we are familiar with in 
Russian art. Rather, he is a complicated boy in whom 
Christian morality is unconsciously at war with the 
Communist doctrine of the good of the state above all. 
He succeeds in his mission but loses his illusions in the 
process. To him the bandits are human beings, not jut 
intransigents who must be held up as horrible examples 
and eliminated. For one of such tender conscience life 
in Soviet Russia in 1922 would have been insupportable, 
and so it was to Comrade Venka. 


Comrade Venka is no Dr. Zhivago. Indeed it is not 
in the great sprawling tradition of the Russian novel at 
all. Its characters are, on the whole, inarticulate men 
of feeling and action, but not of thought. Only a pro- 
vincial newspaperman, Uzelkov, has the Russian mania 
for talk, and he is a fool not a thinker. But the novel 
can stand by itself as a compact, suspenseful work, 
which paints a small part of the Russian scene graphi- 
cally, (and in some few descriptive passages, lyrically), 
and gives us in Comrade Venka himself a vital and 
rounded character, a welcome contrast to the stock 
figure of a Young Russian.

Menen, Aubrey The Fig Tree 


Scribner. Mar. 9, 1959. 192p. $3.50. (III) 

Aubrey Menen is a very clever man. He puts into 
narrative some of the leanness of definition that marks 
the work of Evelyn Waugh and he can toss off the 
perfect satirical remark or develop a good satirical situ- 
ation. In his latest book, however, Mr. Menen has 
made two hasic mistakes: he has deliberately chosen 
subject matter that is as distasteful as it is unreal and 
he has written a whole novel without bothering to 
clarify his aim. 


To summarize The Fig Tree as briefly as possible, 
aphrodisiacs are with us again, bringing with them on 
this reappearance some satire leveled at Americans, 
Italians, worldly prelates, scientists, and perhaps a few 
other groups. A dedicated biochemist, trying to dis- 
cover a way of improving fruit trees, finds out only by 
unfortunate experience that the serum he has produced 
is a powerful aphrodisiac. His chaste but gluttonous 
bachelor friend, unaware of the scientist’s discovery, 
steals some of the fruit and becomes a satyr. The two 
men have hitherto been sexually fastidious, but now 
they start out on careers of debauchery. Some of Mr. 
Menen’s narrative of these events is palliated by an 
active and urbane sense of the ridiculous, but grossness 
is inseparable from it. At any rate, since one line of 
print is too much for a smoking-room story, the ninety 
pages devoted to this phase of The Fig Tree are far, 
far too many. 
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There is plenty of satire in the novel, some of it trite 
but much of it pointed and clever. At the end of the 
book satire appears in a concentrated form and there it 
is less pointed, less effective. To illustrate points of 
view, Mr. Menen introduces two cardinals who are 
diametrically opposed in their attitudes toward life; the 
sketches of their personalities are full, even to the point 
of tediousness. Actually, what Mr. Menen seems to 
be trying to say is that the scientists are making a hash 
of things and that it is time for someone to remind 
them of their inescapable moral obligations. He has 
his scientist contradict all the worldly prelate’s gran- 
diose concepts of scientific research, and he comes down 
hard on the undue reverence given to explorers of the 
physical world. 


The point which Mr .Menen makes is deserving of 
serious consideration; in his insistence on the moral 
aspect of scientific experiment he is absolutely right. 
His message is, however, scarcely integrated with his 
novel; it is a detachable appendage. He has something 
to say, but he can hardly say it convincingly by tacking 
a few character sketches and a moral to the end of a 


long smutty story.

Molloy, Robert The Reunion 
Doubleday. Mar. 5, 1959. 331p. $3.95. (IIb) 


Cut from a bolt of Marquandia, The Reunion is labeled: 
“A Novel of the Girl No Man Quite Forgets.” It deals 
with Marquand-kind people: suburban, middle-aged, 
frustrated. It is a slick story, well paced and dramatic. 
The dialogue has the smartness we expect these days. 
But the whole thing leaves an unsatisfied, disturbing 
wonder. Are the incidents of the story credible? People 
of fifty odd returning to lost lives, with so much fervor 
and passion and success, is a solid question mark. In 
other words, the situations of the book are a trifle pat. 
Germs of tragedy are sowed in this kind of thing but 
Robert Molloy (of Pride’s Way) skirts most of the 
harshness to leave us with doubts about his essential 


grasp of reality. Adults can read this and ask if it | 


truly holds the mirror up to nature. 


Andrew Graham is today fifty and a fairly successful 
agent for various manufacturing firms. He lives com- 
fortably in the suburbs of New York with his wife Celia 
and two grown college-age children. His background is 
Southern and, oddly, Catholic. Fourteen years ago he 
left Charleston in high dudgeon over the rejection of 
his childhood love, Nell Bryan. Nell has always been 
beautiful in a most exciting way. She is also Catholic. 
Neither Nell or Andrew are much on the faith, how- 
ever. For Andrew it is spurned finally and completely; 
for Nell it remains as some kind of vague support. As 
a quirk of fortune Andrew’s daughter Janet is drawn 
toward Catholicism, despite her father’s protests. 

Into the married life of Andrew Graham comes notice 
that Nell’s husband has killed himself. Flashbacks, 
well used, return us to his childhood and to a series of 
love entanglements up through young manhood. With 
the background fill in, we are ready to meet Nell as she 
arrives in New York after the death of her husband. 
With unexpected convenience Andrew’s wife goes off, 
just at this time, to visit with a dying relative. Andrew 
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is left to recall amorous times with Nell. And, believe 
it or not, Nell is as beautiful as ever. The years have 
added to her charms and to her ability at love making. 


Both daughter Janet and wife Celia discover the adul- 
tery but their reaction is safely modern. So we reach 
some kind of happy ending. Nell decides to marry a 
rich man as protection against her old age and the book 
ends with a return to frustrated normalcy. “It is the 
end of an era,” Andrew comments and the story implies 
that it is far better to have loved briefly and adulterous- 
ly than never to have loved at all.

Van Every, Dale The Scarlet Feather 
Holt. Mar. 9, 1959. 316p. $3.95. (IIb) 


Van Every has written another tale of the early settle- 
ments and laid a further claim to the title “Novelist of 
the Frontier.” In this book he describes the efforts and 
failure of Duncan Jordan to establish a post at Revel 
Creek along the Ohio River. After the Revolutionary 
War Duncan leaves Virginia with his family, the 
Slovers, and the Lymans to develop land deeded to him 
by his relative Corbit Revel. Soon after his arrival his 
leadership is put to severe tests. Caleb Lewis, a white 
Indian, settles on adjacent property and schemes for the 
hand of Tracy Carter, the ward of Duncan’s mother. 
Tracy loves the married Duncan, is loved by the 
wedded Garett, Duncan’s brother, but over everyone’s 
objections accepts Caleb’s proposal in order to save the 
colony from starvation. In the end, the Indian threat 
compels Duncan to abandon Revel Creek, and he ac- 
cepts Caleb’s offer of purchase. Tracy who apparently 
feels nothing but scorn for her taciturn husband and 
once even wears in derision the Indian talisman, the 
scarlet feather, finally overcomes her prejudices against 
“his kind of people” and surrenders to the deep love 
which she vainly attempted to repress. Tracy is ,no 
doubt, the female counterpart of Jane Austen’s Darcy 
ina Wild West setting. 


The story is intriguingly plotted and, although quite 
tealistic, told with considerable restraint. The author, 
however, makes unnecessary demands on the reader 
by his perplexing shifts of scene and repeated but un- 
intended ambiguities in diction and construction. Even 
the “breach clout” on p. 114 can hardly be dismissed 
by claiming it to be a typographical error. Neverthe- 
less, for an insight into the difficulties of frontier life 
this book is worth reading.

“Miss Read’”’ Storm in the Village 
Houghton, Mifflin. Mar. 5, 1959. 247p. $3.50. (1) 


This book is a storyof life in a small English village told 
by an elderly female school teacher. The storm men- 
tioned in the title is the threat of a housing project 
being built in the village. 

The people who live in this village are unbelievably 
dull and mention is made of many of them. Naturally 
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they remain scrambled in the reader’s mind. In fact 
the book reads like a series of newspaper clippings with 
only the continuity of happening in the same village 
and falling into the sphere of Miss Read. 


Only one of the characters really gets out of control. 
One of the younger teachers in the school, a very far 
from glamorous young lady, gets involved with one of 
the less favored men of the community. Miss Read 
here takes a decisive step by picking up the telephone 
and asking for “Enquiries” gets a message through to 
the teacher’s father who lives in a nearby town. He 
comes and takes his daughter home. And that is that; 
even though the whole thing takes place during a vio- 
lent electric storm. 


Toward the end of the book a little boy runs away from 
home but he comes to Miss Read, who summons the 
proper authorities. Peace again comes to the Village. 
You can love it or leave it.

Giles, Janice Holt 
The Land Beyond the Mountains 
Houghton, Mifflin. Mar. 4,1959. 308p. $3.75. (IIa) 


This is not the first bock shat Mrs. Giles has written on 
life in early America; this reviewer can testify only to 
the readability of this one. It is pleasant, light, enjoy- 
able. 


The story moves on several levels. The main character, 
Cass Cartwright, is involved throughout in the prob- 
lems inherent in Kentucky’s struggles before that terri- 
tory became a state, in the 1780’s. He belongs to the 
conservative group that believes the break from Vir- 
ginia should be accomplished legally, deadly slow and 
exasperting as such a course is. Much of the book deals 
with the conventions convened to handle these momen- 
tous problems. 


Early in the tale Cass meets, and is fascinated by, the 
historical figure of General James Wilkinson, who at 
this point in his varied career decides to set up a general 
store in Kentucky. He persuades Cass to go into part- 
nership with him. Although the latter realizes he is 
dealing with a shrewd, charming, ambitious man, he 
goes along. Wilkinson is barely over the borderline 
from being unscrupulous in achieving his personal goals, 
but a more lovable villain you would not meet. 


Cass has considerable land, (at a place that becomes 
known as Cartwright’s Mill), and he settles several 
families there who have been sold worthless claims else- 
where. His little colony works out well, and the affairs 
— many tenants and friends make for a full-bodied 
tale. 


While in Philadelphia on business, Cass meets the 
gentle Rachel, Quakeress widow with two children, 
whom he grows to love. Eventually they marry, and 
Cass brings them all to his home. The marriage is less 
than successful, but he heroically subdues his attraction 
to another. His morality is rather implausibly rewarded 
when Rachel commits suicide as a result of the acci- 
dental drowning of her son; Cass is free. 


He has also sponsored the wild guttersnipe Tattie, at- 
tempting to have his friend, the settlement’s teacher, 
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Jeremy, instill some civilization into the child. Finally 
she is partially tamed. 


Harassed by Indians, by orders powerless to defend 
themselves, the to-be Kentuckians were not having any 
easy time of it. Meanwhile, the General buys tremen- 
dous amounts of land, pursuant to his own aims, and 
makes a deal with the Spaniards to reopen partially the 
Mississippi to trade. 


These were the days when the heroic adventures were 
on the wane, and politicians on the wax. Wilkinson 
trod a tightrope, but eventually his machinations got 
him into difficulties that made him leave the area. 


The book has spots of plain-spoken lustiness, for the 
most part tastefully done, in character with the times. 
It is adult, and adeptly enough written.

Paul, Louis Dara the Cypriot 
Simon and Schuster. Feb. 16, 1959. 434p. $4.95. (IIb) 


Dara, the hero and narrator of this quasi-historical 
novel, is very much set upon and so will be any reader 
who has the stamina to pursue his career through more 
than four hundred pages. Practically every tiresome 
cliché is resorted to that a few chapters from the third 
and the fourth books of Kings, concerning Jezebel, might 
be so enormously ballooned. A reading of these chap- 
ters is far more enlightening and far less wearing than 
a perusal of Dara the Cypriot. 


It may be possible, of course, that this is a very profound 
work, replete with parallels applicable to our own age, 
but such significance escaped this reviewer. Instead he 
was confronted with pedantry, sophomoric philosophy 
and an irritatingly detached attitude toward man and 
God. The excitement is second-rate, akin to that 
usually furnished on TV programs. The history is 
questionable, for it is adorned mostly with sterile der- 
ring-do. Its human interest is hardly great, equivalent 
to similar content in soap operas. As for its meaning 
for the present, that eluded this reviewer completely. 


In other words, if you wish a rambling, dull, anachron- 
istic, imitative tale of adventure, this is it. However, 
if you wish the real story of Jezebel, go to the original 


source.

Schiddel, Edmund The Devil in Bucks County 
Simon and Schuster. Feb. 2, 1959. 401p. $4.95. (III) 


All the by now too familiar ingredients of the formula 
for the sex-in-suburbia novel have been stirred together 
to make this ragout for the peeping Tessies and Toms 
who like nothing better than a good juicy scandalous 
gossip session. Olympia is a Pennsylvania Dutch coun- 
try “seacoast of bohemia,” a Delaware River refuge for 
the arty and would be arty folk who flocked there to 
find quaintness and atmosphere. Central figures are 
the family of a TV producer whose life is one long 
procession of tranquillizers and drinks ,whose wife gets 
involved in adultery, and whose daughter likewise. A 
lot of space is given over to deviates, who seem to have 
a special interest for the author. Amoral and not very 
intelligent he makes most of his characters; and the 
conversations are too long and boring; the background 
fill likewise. As a comment on decadence in certain 
sectors of American society it may have some signifi- 
cance; but not much. What is much more likely is 
that this is S & S’s entry in the Peyton Place stakes.

Linklater, Eric My Fathers and I 
Harcourt, Brace. Mar. 11, 1959. 253p. $3.95. (Ila) 


Those who have come to admire Eric Linklater’s skill 
and style in shaping a story will be disappointed with 
this contrived novel which purports to lay the blame 
for the weakness of its characters retrogressively on the 
sins of their fathers. It goes backward through time, 
from the present twisted sibling of the VanBrugh family 
tree to the family’s founder who flourished 1705 to 
1775. They are, each, a hapless sort of sap-fed in- 
competent and in the course of their varying stories, 
something of the air of their age is evoked. But the 
whole thing is ,after you’ve been through it, a thin 
spun-out set of variations on a chopsticks theme and, 
as we said, a disappointment.

Nemerov, Howard 
A Commodity of Dreams and Other Stories 
Simon and Schuster. Feb. 23, 1959. 245p. $3.75. (lla) 


Even as his recent collection of poetry is receiving 
favorable attention, Mr. Howard Nemerov presents 2 
volume of fourteen carefully polished short stories. 
They are all highly sophisticated and cleverly plotted 
tales; they make little appeal to conventional tastes in 
fiction. 

Every tale in A Commodity of Dreams outrages prob- 
ability. Time and again Mr. Nemerov plunges us into 
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a dream world, though never into a happy dream world. 
His vivid, realistic, crisp, and taut styles helps us to 
overlook the incongruities in the episodes he narrates. 
He repeatedly mixes the macabre and the ironic. In 
“The Web of Life,” for example, the fabulously wealthy 
great-uncle Magus arranges in the last days of his life 
for the disposition of his corpse. As soon as he dies, 
according to the terms of this arrangement, his body is 
frozen, posed nonchalantly, golf club in hand, standing 
in a glass-walled refrigerated room. His wealth pays 
for the electricity to maintain the temperature in his 
remarkable mausoleum. And in very hot weather the 
refrigeration unit so taxes the electric supply that the 
lights in the nearby town are noticed to lose their bril- 
liance. Implausible, yes; yet Mr. Nemerov compensates 
with irony and satire. 

A far greater violation of probability strikes the reader 
in “The Sorcerer’s Eye.” Here a young man, living in 
a medieval castle with his parents, fall in love with a 
comely young lady from beyond the moat. The lovers 
are prevented from leaving the region. The girl’s father, 
a sorcerer, sustains the castle by his constant stare. The 
lovers plot to escape to a world of reality. To do so, 
she explains, they must gouge out her father’s glass 
eye. When the lover plucks out the sorcerer’s human 
eye by mistake, the castle disintegrates, the beautiful 
forest is leveled, and the girl is suddenly ugly and old. 
The young man goes off to become a successful busi- 
ness man, a nomad living luxuriously in the finest 
hotels. 

Mr. Nemerov’s imagination operates abundantly in all 
these stories. In “Tradition” he tells of a recluse who 
discovers a village ordinance providing a twenty-five 
cent payment for each dead crow, and he promptly 
presents 2,012 crows for the stipulated bounty. In 
“Encounter with the Law” wealthy Samuel Amram 
runs his powder-blue Cadillac over a young policeman 
who arrested him for littering the highway. And in 
“The Amateurs,” Osmin, a cynical young man, trying 
to impress his acquaintance with his ability to endure 
pain, has his hand nailed to the wall. But the hammer 
has no claws to remove the nail, and Osmin slumps 
over dead. 

Mr. Nemerov is an extremely competent writer: his 
irony and wit never lapse into cynicism or burlesque. 
He exercises commendable economy in choosing his 
characters, symbols, and episodes. Never once does he 
falter. Sensitive adults will forgive his outlandish twists 
of plot and relish his imaginative freshness and brilliant 


suggestiveness.

Quigley, Martin 
The Secret Project of Sigurd O’Leary 
Lippincott. Feb. 26,1959. 187p. $2.95. (I) 


Let me begin by explaining the unusual title of this 
novel. Sigurd is not some little known Irish saint but 
a Norse hero. It was bestowed on the author by his 
Norwegian mother, who did not realize that “being 
named Sigurd O’Leary gives one a certain load to 
carry.” His father’s family came to the United States 
during the potato famine of 1850 in Ireland, and his 
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mother’s family during the codfish famine of 1867 in 
Norway. And therefore he says proudly: “I am the 
product of two great famines.” His secret project is 
nothing but a New Year’s resolution. “I come down 
here in my workroom in the basement and begin a new 
project that will keep me out of mischief during the 
year... This year I am going to write a book.” 


The book is in the form of a diary. Now and then he 
records things that are going on at the present time, but 
usually he reminisces about himself and his older 
brother Mickey. Their characters and careers were quite 
different. In school Mickey always got an F in deport- 
ment, while Sigurd got an A. Mickey was a fine 
pitcher, but Sigurd’s only connection with the National 
pasttime was as a vendor at the ballpark ,where he 
worked his way up to “Center Gate on Scoreboards and 
First Out with Peanuts.” In the Second World War 
Mickey fought with distinction in Italy and won a 
number of decorations, while Sigurd was in the Aleu- 
tians and received nothing but a good conduct medal. 
Mickey often got into trouble by his betting at the pool, 
poker and dice games that he played, but Sigurd never 
gambled. Mickey could not stay put at any job or in any 
place; his marriage turned out badly, and his son was 
raised by Sigurd, who had graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, married, was the father of four 
children, and a respectable member of his community. 


Michael Quigley is to be congratulated on his excellent 
character study of the two boys. His best pages are the 
account of their adventures ,when they had to shift for 
themselves, not long after the death of their parents. 
He has also a fine sense of humor, but it is the kind 
that causes you to chuckle rather than to laugh hilari- 
ously. His acute observations on things in the United 
States during the "Twenties and ’Thirties, as well as his 
homespun philosophy, made me think of the late Will 
Rogers. In fact I was sorry when the novel ended, and 
wished that it had been twice as long.

Bosse, M. J. The Journey of Tao Kim Nam 
Doubleday. Feb. 19,1959. 254p. $3.95. (IIb) 


This is a penetrating, moving historical novel about a 
refugee from North VietNam who fled southward to 
freedom upon the partition of his country by the 
Geneva Conference of 1954. Tao Kim Nam, in his 
attempt to save his life from impeding communist tor- 
ture—he had been a Catholic landowner — had to 
endure hardships, starvation, and many a narrow escape 
from pursuing Red soldiers. He met Lia, an attractive 
and brave girl, whose wisdom and faith in God won 
his love and strengthened his will for liberty in spite of 
= innumerable difficulties and the uncertainty of his 
uture. 


Mr. Bosse is correct in depicting the wretched condi- 
tion of the refugees in their desperate journey to free- 
dom and is successful in unmasking the communists by 
displaying their tactics of attempts to bribe or threaten 
or cajole the refugees into remaining in the conquered 
land. However, his limited knowledge of VietNamese 
geography could lead his readers to misinterpret the 
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country if they should look at the map printed as end- 
papers of the book. He should, for instance, have used 
either the old names—Tonkin, Annam, Cochinchina— 
formerly used to designate the three parts of VietNam, 
or the new popular names, North VietNam, referred 
to as the “Democratic Republic” of VietNam north of 
the 17th parallel, and South VietNam, referred to as 
the Republic of VietNam, located in the remaining 
southern part of the country. He mistakenly places 
Tao’s native village, Ba Lang, on Laotian territory; and 
Tao’s fear of mountain tribes, the Meo, Moi, Cham, is 
groundless since the first two minority groups did not 
exist in the north of Central VietNam, and the Cham 
now live mainly in some cities south of that area, Phan 
Rang and Pan Thiet. 


Again, although the author seems to have a great deal 
of knowledge about the VietNamese, his shallow and 
false judgments on their customs and their reactions 
makes him create implausible characters and unrealis- 
tic settings. No doubt Mr. Bosse’s short stay in Viet- 
Nam could not supply him sufficient documentation 
and exact information. He may, too, have received 
aid from some foreign friends, likely a Frenchman who 
has eyed the VietNamese with jealousy and animosity, 
and with a peculiarly colonial slant. 


There are many things in The Journey of Tao Kim Nam 
which may not occur to the casual reader as distortions; 
but to me as a VietNamese they are offensive. People 
in VietNam do not worship lord Buddha or any pagan 
saint by placing on an altar “half-decayed rabbit,” not 
even in the remotest village; and never did priest, 
whether Catholic or Buddhist, abuse the faith of pil- 
grims or passersby to extort money. Tao’s treatment of 
his old aunt is likewise a distortion; as a rich landowner, 
a widower, a good Catholique who had also been in- 
structed in the “five principles of Confucius” would 
not allow such treatment as Bosse describes. Untrue 
also is the shamelessly unrealistic story of an “agreed 
adultery” in Saigon; and, in deed, the author’s depict- 
ing of prostitution in Saigon as practiced only by native 
women is but an example of his “imperalist” mentality. 
And the mixture of French and VietNamese used by 
his main characters is also unreal. In VietNam, both 
past and present, the principal spoken language is Viet- 
Namese. Only educated people could and would speak 
French in their conversation with foreigners. Adult 
readers should be warned that this novel does not truly 
portray VietNam or VietNamese.

tain, Godorov, treats them kindly, but they know they 
are virtual prisoners. An Armenian steward who wants 
to get to America befriends them also; so too does an- 
other sailor, a Latvian who speaks English and hates 
Russia. Throughout the voyage south Mr. Linsky hovers 
about the ship like a malevolent albatross; the perfect 
commissar, he sees all, suspects all. Captain Godoroy 
is hounded to suicide; eventually the ship arrives at a 
secret inlet set among the rocks called “Grinkovy’s 
Tomb,” where a number of submarines are hidden jn 
the numerous caves bordering the water. What follows 
thereafter will keep you on seat-edge. Mr. Pattinson 
knows how to blueprint episodic action that rises in 
fury and interest up to the last page. Older teen-agers 
and adults will love this rousing tale.

Jenkins, Elizabeth Elizabeth the Great 
Coward-McCann. Feb. 26, 1959. 324p. $5.00. (IIa) 


(Book-of-the-Month Club Choice—March ) 


This latest biography of Queen Elizabeth I is a collec- 
tion of personal information which stresses her private 
life. The main historical themes are by-passed by a 
biographer who looks at her subject through the eyes 
of a woman, emphasizing details which would require 
feminine insight. This work of Elizabeth Jenkins is in 
the panegyric vein. When the author’s milieu centers 
around the amorous affairs of the Queen, Miss Jenkins 
vindicates the morals of Elizabeth, which leaves the 
question where it was, in the area of mystery where it 
will ever remain. The court life is the author’s forte, 
and the reader moves with interesting ease amid the 
trappings of splendorous processions and overflowing 
banquet tables. The wealth of detail dealing with the 
attempts of the nobles to get Elizabeth I married would 
seem to suggest that the Queen was forever busied with 
romance. Actually Miss Jenkins shows that Elizabeth 
played at these vacillating engagment games for pur- 
poses of diplomacy. In this the author agrees with the 
historical consensus which provides ample evidence that 
Elizabeth desired to rule and rule alone, for she wished 
to share with no one the obedience and reverence due 
to her as the sovereign. No one can deny the Queen’s 
capabilities; she possessed a very high degree of intelli- 
gence and was educated as few persons in England 
were. In the business of ruling the kingdom she went 
ahead with undeviating single-mindedness. On this 
point the biography is quite clear; success as a Queen 
was the only thing that mattered to Elizabeth. How- 
ever Miss Jenkins points out the intrigue and dishonesty 
of Elizabeth I: “Lying, treacherous, hypocritical as she 
was, the veerings and shiftings, and deceits were only 
the method by which she pursued an end that was 
hard and unchanging.” 


In treating the controversial problems of religion, Miss 
Jenkins claims that the Queen would have found no 
difficulty in adopting the tenets of the Catholic Church, 
had not this been inconsistent with her ambition. Philip 
Hughes in his history of the Reformation points out 
that Elizabeth’s personal ideas about religious dogma 
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are a secret which none has ever penetrated. The 
author praises the spirit of tolerance and moderation of 
the first session of Parliament under the new Queen. 
This is what took place at it. The Reformation laws 
of Henry VIII and Edward VI were revived; the Queen 
was proclaimed the Supreme Governor of the Church; 
the Mass was abolished and the Protestant liturgy of 
Edward VI was propagated in its place. In the begin- 
ning all the Catholic bishops refused to give assent 
the Supremacy Act; before the first year of the reign 
was over, all the English episcopal sees were empty. 
The spiritual jurisdiction, more than 1000 years old in 
England, came to abrupt termination. The author’s 
commendation of the Parliament is a strange way to 
look at tolerance which by legal enactments practically 
did away with the religious bases of Catholicism. The 
Queen, writes Miss Jenkins, wanted leniency and toler- 
ation used: “Let it not be said that our reformation 
tendeth to cruelty,” said Elizabeth. Yet in the very 
first statute of the reign there is a death sentence for 
the crime of saying that the pope is the head of the 
Church of Christ. 


The author has repeated references to the love of the 
people for their Queen. It is undoubtedly true that 
Elizabeth’s sound economic policies and her constant 
quest for peace would be factors that would win sup- 
port from the majority of the people. Elizabeth did 
establish England on a firm financial basis. She held 
a tight hand on the purse strings, and the author stresses 
this love of economy in describing the Queen’s reluc- 
tance to engage in costly wars. This was in line with 
the Tudor tradition which feared what financial reli- 
ance on Parliament would imply in the political order. 
The hard-headed practicality of Elizabeth in dealing 
in foreign policy is described for what it is: Machiavel- 
lian and pragmatic. 


The Queen’s energetic reprisals against religious recu- 
sancy is not as altruistic as it seems in this book. She 
desired to stabilize a condition which was brought about 
antecedent to her reign, for the benefit of those, in- 
cluding herself, who stood to profit by the status quo. 
A change of religion would involve an economic up- 
heaval since many nobles were unjust possessors from 
Henry VIII’s time. The subordination of religious be- 
lief to the laws of the state seems to be an implicit 
affirmation of the author, a factor which in Miss Jenkins’ 
opinion seems to exonerate Elizabeth in her arduous 
repression of religious opposition. In the author’s view 
the Queen would have to follow this policy. This 
Protestant viewpoint is understandable in a non-Cath- 
olic author. The opposing viewpoint would vindicate 
the supremacy of the individual conscientious belief 
and the right to possess it without infringement on the 
part of any state. 


Regarding the title of the book, this is the first time, 
that I know of that the appellation of the Great has 
been accorded to Elizabeth I. Alfred, Charlemagne, 
Frederick and Louis XIV have been called by this title 
in history. Shouldn’t this particular designation be re- 
served for those who are truly great in most of the 
moral qualities we admire in human beings? With this 
in view, can we ascribe greatness to the admittedly un- 
scrupulous, utilitarian Elizabeth I? Readers may find 
the style of this biography engaging but certainly not 
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richly descriptive. Women readers may be interested 
in special details which will have an appeal for them.

Fenner, Phyllis (Comp.) 
Something Shared: Children and Books 
Day. Feb. 19,1959. 234p. $4.50. (1) 


Like all librarians and most teachers, the editor has 
maintained a clipping file of items she has enjoyed 
over the years: cartoons, stories, articles, verse. From 
the years’ accumulation, she has pulled out a miscellany 
which ranges from an excerpt from The Peterkin Papers 
by Lucretia Hale to— surprisingly — the well-known 
“Irish Blessing,” complete with imprimautr. Most of 
the items center on the theme of children-and-books, 
e.g., articles by Mary Ellen Chase, Phyllis McGinley, 
Anne Thaxter Eaton, John Mason Brown, and others. 
Three are short stories about children, quoted in full, 
which reflect the tragedies of childhood and which 
Miss Fenner probably included because they stir the 
emotions. It was good to come upon Irvin Cobb’s 
“Plea for Old Cap Collier” again, and pleasant for this 
reader to meet for the first time the Elsie Singmaster 
story, “Courier of the Czar,” which the compiler labels 
“a book talk.” Fun, too, to recall the cartoons from 
the Saturday Review and the New York Times. But 
what connection the Irish Blessing and Sigrid Undset’s 
parable about the good marrying the bad and the lazy 
the alert may have with the rest of the contents is hard 
to fathom, except that the compiler enjoyed them both. 
And since sharing what she enjoyed is her purpose in 
compiling the volume, what she offers is rightly her 
preference. It is possible that parents, elementary 
teachers and new-fledged children’s librarians will enjoy 
them, too, and gain thereby new insight into the busi- 
ness of bringing children and books together.

Davis, Burke To Appomattox 
Rinehart. Feb. 16, 1959. 433p. $6.00. (Ila) 


Last summer when I was in Richmond, Virginia, I 
visited St .Paul’s Church on Capitol Square. I wanted 
to see the pew in which President Jefferson Davis was 
sitting on Sunday morning, April 2, 1865, when he re- 
ceived word that Lee had abandoned the defense of 
Richmond and was taking the troops westward. The 
kindly southern lady who was showing visitors about 
the church pointed out pew number 63 to me. Shortly 
before noon on that fateful Sunday, Lee had notified 
the authorities in Richmond that he could no longer 
defend the city. From the trenches at Petersburg, south 
of the city, he made his hopeless effort to take his 
troops westward and then southward to the Carolinas, 
where there were other Confederate troops. 


This incident and literally hundreds of others are 
graphically presented by Burke Davis, already favor- 
ably known for such books as Gray Fox, They Called 
Him Stonewall and Jeb Stuart, the Last Cavalier. The 
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book begins with Saturday, April 1, and ends with 
Sunday, April 9. The agonizing efforts of the Confed- 
erates under Lee to escape capture by the Federal troops 
under Grant and Sheridan are unforgettably presented. 
The accounts used by the author are eye-witness re- 
ports. Literally hundreds of such accounts are used in 
the book but they are so skillfully interwoven that at 
no time does a staccato effect emerge. The sources are 
both northern and southern. Although North Caro- 
linian by birth and sympathetic toward the South, the 
author writes objectively of days that are almost a cen- 
tury in the past. 


Perhaps Lee himself realized clearly the hopelessness 
of his attempt to escape from Grant and Sheridan, 
whose troops were closing in on him. From 1861 on- 
ward it was assumed that the fall of Richmond would 
mean the end of the war between North and South. 
Richmond was a symbol of that for which the South 
was fighting. With the symbol gone, the war would 
end. Hence, there was deep signifiance in the departure 
of Davis from religious services that Sunday, and in 
the departure of Lee from Richmond. 


The author makes it clear that the fall of Richmond 
was not altogther dignified. The aristocratic families 
wanted to flee westward or southward but there was 
no transportation. Government warehouses were thrown 
open or pillaged if not thrown open. Barrels of whisky 
were opened into the gutters; cotton warehouses and 
flour mills were set to the torch by the Confederates 
themselves. Southern soldiers began to pillage. At 8:00 
A.M. on Monday, April 3, Union troops pulled down 
the Confederate flag that was waving over the capitol 
building that Jefferson had designed, and ran up the 
Stars and Stripes. A southern woman admitted lated: 
“We covered our faces and cried aloud. All through 
the house was the sound of sobbing. It was a house of 
mourning.” However, even the southerners admitted 
that there was little if any looting carried on by the 
northern troops. 


These troops were on their best behavior on Tuesday, 
April 4, when President Lincoln, who had been at 
City Point, was brought up the James River to Rich- 
mond. He visited the White House that had been 
occupied by President Davis and also called at the 
Capitol. The Negroes welcomed him as their savior; 
the whites in the city looked at him curiously. He was 
unprotected; it would have been easy for a southerner 
to kill him in the streets of Richmond but no attempt 
was made. Although Lincoln had certainly failed to 
understand the South in 1860 and 1861, there was no 
reason to believe that he was vindictive in 1865. He 
too had learned much from the war. 


The surrender of Lee to Grant took place at Appo- 
mattox Court House at about noon on Sunday, April 9. 
The respect that Lee and Grant had for one another 
was evident. Meanwhile Lincoln was returning to 
Washington on the River Queen. After arriving in 
Washington, Lincoln learned that Lee had surrendered 
that day. The needless war was over. Only one more 
important victim, Lincoln himself, was yet to be offered 


to the war god.

Needham, Jane Boyle (as told to 
Rosemary Taylor) 

Looking Up 
Putnam. Feb. 26,1959. 191p. $3.50. (Ila) 
At 27, when Jane Boyle Needham had been married 
about five years, and her children Ann, Susan and 
Craig, were about two, three and four years old, she 
contracted polio. She was completely paraylzed; the 
motor nerves were destroyed. Her husband Jim kept 
the children and himself together, but eventually 
wanted a divorce and custody of the children, as it was 
obvious to him that Jane in an iron lung would never 
be able to take care of them. Jane agreed to the 
divorce. She was a Catholic; Jim was not. She would 
not give up the custody of her children, to have them 
brought up by strangers or even a stepmother, in a 
faith not her own. Inspite of unsurmountable obstacles, 
she determined to make a home for the children and 
to raise them her own way. And this mind you, from 
an iron lung! But for the last four years she had been 
doing exactly what she hoped to be able to do. 
This is probably one of the most cheerful books I have 
ever read, and often a very funny one. There isn’t a 
shred of self-pity in it and neither is it maudlin nor yet 
pious. It might have been any or all of these things. 
But Jane Needham refuses to be sorry for herself. Of 
course, in the early days of her illness she was bitter 
and hated her husband. But she has no room for 
either hatred or bitterness. She is so darn grateful for 
what she has, for her parents who have been so mag- 
nificent, for being allowed to bring up her children and 
be with them, for the loving and steadfast care of her 
nurses, for all the good friends and good things that 
have come her way, that she refuses to be anything but 
cheerful. In the first place, she “got religion” through 
her suffering, (she had always been a practicing but 
somewhat casual Catholic). In the second place, with 
the exception of one person, (all right, so that one 
person was her husband and that’s a pretty big excep- 
tion), she was tremendously helped by many people— 
her family and her friends and an enormous number of 
strangers, many of whom became friends. In the third 
place, she learned to accept gratefully and without 
hesitation all the help that was offered to her, realizing 
that however hard it was to be always on the “taking” 
end, that gracious and willing acceptance of help was 
the only gift she had to make to others. 
Recommended reading for all, especially good Lenten 
reading—and remember, every book sold is a little more 
help to a family that deserves plenty.

Hatsumi, Reiko Rain and the Feast of the Stars 
Houghton, Mifflin. Feb. 20, 1959. 215p. $3.50. (1) 

In this book Miss Hatsumi reminisces about her child- 
hood in a wealthy Japanese family, apparently in the 
1930’s although the period is only vaguely indicated by 
a passing reference to the rising tide of militarism in 
Japan. 

Very few of the persons in the book emerge as vivid 
characters. The mother appears very frequently, but 
we learn little about her except that she is a strong: 
willed traditionalist who is frequently exasperated by 
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her husband. The father seems to do little except read 
and write in his study—philosophy, we are told at one 
point—and react vaguely and unconcernedly to almost 
every situation which confronts him. Brothers and 
sisters—exact number unspecified—are mentioned casu- 
ally from time to time, and three of them are firmly 
allotted one important incident apiece, but even these 
are not characterized with any great depth, and after a 
brief moment in the spotlight, each disappears forever 
from the stage. One sister accepts with Oriental resig- 
nation the marriage arranged for her. Another swoops 
back from a sojourn in America and frenetically tries 
to Occidentalize the household, but soon succumbs to 
the passivity of her father and the opposition of the rest 
of the household. One brother is stubbornly insistent 
on indulging his passion for mountain-climbing and is 
eventually the only one dug out alive from an ava- 
lanche which buries the four members of his climbing 
party. In our last glimpse of him, he is waxing his 
skis in preparation for heading back to the mountains. 
The author is more successful in characterizing several 
of the servants, and by far the clearest pictures are those 
of her German music teacher and her French governess. 


The book abounds in description. Much of it is well 
done, but too frequently facts are withheld which 
would bring the scene into sharp focus. The author 
is most specific in her botanical descriptions, but, un- 
fortunately, much of the flora of Japan will be un- 
familiar to most American readers. And many of her 
other descriptive passages will present a vivid picture 
only to one familiar with things Japanese. Also, she 
frequently leaves a picture curiously incomplete, and 
this lack of completeness is particularly disappointing 
in several of the sections dealing with charming customs 
and ceremonies of Japan. For example, I wish that she 
had given a more detailed description of the Dolls’ 
Festival and of the Feast of the Stars, each of which 
she considered important enough to give its name to a 


chapter.

Forester, C. S. 
The Last Nine Days of the Bismarck 
Little, Brown. Mar. 9, 1959. 138p. $3.50. (1) 


Scharnhorst and Gneisenau had proven their worth as 
commerce raiders, sinking more than a quarter of a 
million tons of British shipping. They were only battle 
cruisers. Bismarck was the most powerful battleship 
afloat ,and the fastest. Free in the Atlantic, she could 
make short work of any convoy. No longer would fast 
ships such as the Queen Mary rely on their speed for 
safety; Bismarck was speedier . 


Success could well have changed the outcome of the 
war. England was, in the spring of 1941, hard pressed 
indeed. France had surrendered; Rommel was ad- 
vancing in Africa; the U-boats were having considerable 
success; further disruption of the shipping on which 
Britain was so dependent might have forced her to 
capitulate. 

The operation started auspiciously for the Germans 
with the sinking of the Hood and the forced withdrawal 
of the Prince of Wales. The Bismarck was loose in the 
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Atlantic; small wonder that Churchill should order 
every possible step taken to sink her. “Not only the 
possible steps, not only the easy steps and the obvious 
steps, but the difficult steps and the almost impossible 
steps, and all the quite impossible steps you can man- 
age as well.” 
The story starts as the Bismarck is about to leave 
Gdynia. The author takes you from ship to London 
War Room to ship after ship and back again as the 
action unfolds—the reports from British intelligence 
agents; the efforts to locate the Bismarck; Adm. Lutjens 
choice of a route; Suffolk’s reports; the action with the 
Hood and the Prince of Wales; Lutjens decision to head 
for rance; the gathering of the British forces; the urgency 
of slowing the speedy Bismarck before she could gain 
the protection of the Luftwaffe operating from France; 
the attacks by planes from the Victorious and the Ark 
Royal; the night action with Vian’s destroyers; the final 
action with the Rodney and the George V; the coup de 
grace by Dorsetshire—all in foul weather with rough 
seas, high winds and little or no ceiling for aircraft 
operations. 
The book is based on the actual events, largely from 
Admiralty records, but is no mere recital of facts. 
Forester gives them life and vitality through sometimes 
imaginary characters and speeches and dialogue of his 
own composition, telling the story as only a Forester 
could, even though he does greatly overdo the effect 
of fatigue on the personnel of the Bismarck. 
Do not start The Last Nine Days of the Bismarck unless 
you are prepared to finish it then and there. It is not 
the kind of story that you can start and casually lay 
aside after reading a few pages.

Barrett, Leila Pirate Prey 
pee by Max Barsis. Dodd. Feb. 23, 1959. 208p. 
3.00. 


The pirate was Henry Morgan, and his prey was the 
well fortified city of Portobello and the even better 
garrisoned city of Panama. (This was the pirate the 
British later knighted and made lieutenant governor of 
Jamaica, but the plot does not carry us that far.) The 
author guarantees that her historical facts are authen- 
tic, though characters and plot are fictional. There 
is 12-year-old Antonio Ibanez, son of the Administrator 
of Customs for Portobello, who witnessed the attack 
on that city, was helped into hiding after his father’s 
death by Estaban, a muleteer, became a tally clerk for 
a mule train, and at Panama found a kindly priest who 
helped him with his studies. When Morgan struck at 
Panama, Antonio repaid the priest’s kindness by dis- 
guising with brown paint the solid gold altar in the 
latter’s church. Fleeing once more from the slavery 
which capture would have entailed, Antonio and Esta- 
ban returned to Panama after the raiders’ departure, 
and the Bishop of Panama provided funds to send him 
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to Spain to be educated, with Estaban as his attendant 
and the priest as shipboard companion. The picture 
Mrs. Barrett gives of the destruction of Portobello and 
Panama at the hand of brutal, rapacious men is graphic 
and revealing. The escape from Portobello is suspense- 
ful and successful in reproducing the feel of jungle ter- 
rain through which the refugees traveled. Perhaps in 
her next book the characters will have greater depth 
and realism. Junior high age, boys particularly, will 
enjoy the story and pick up a little American history at 
the same time.

Bartlett, Robert Merrill 
They Stand Invincible; Men Who are 
Reshaping Our World 

Crowell. Mar. 16,1959. 261p. $3.50. 


A Congregationalist minister writes of 12 contemporary 
leaders who are devoting their lives to the betterment 
of mankind. They were born respectively in Japan, 
India, Alsace, China, Poland (two), France, South 
Africa, Egypt, Norway and the United States (two: 
Arthur Holly Compton and Martin Luther King). Some 
are well known in America, e.g., Dr. Schweitzer, Abbé 
Pierre, Arthur H. Compton, Alan Paton, and Martin 
Luther King. Others, particularly the Asians, are not 
so familiar here. Some have accomplished heroic deeds 
of self-sacrifice and positive results: the Protestant Toyo- 
hiko Kagawa for the poor of Japan before and after 
World War II; the Brahmin, Vinoba Bhave, who ob- 
tained five million acres of land for the lower castes in 
India; the Pole, Raphael Lemkin, who persuaded 58 
nations to declare against genocide; the blind Egyptian, 
Toha Bussein, who revolutionized Egypt’s educational 
system. Some of the others who shared and suffered 
during the war, (magnificent as their work is), could 
be matched by hundreds of other names; the selection 
here must have been difficult. Perhaps the book was 
already written before Pére Dominique Pire received 
the Nobel Medal for his tremendous labors for dis- 
tressed huamnity—one misses his name, here. But 
young Dr. Roger Dooley of Vietnam and Laos service 
should have been known; he would fit into this select 
company very comfortably. It is good to bring such 
men to the attention of young people, or, as in the case 
of Alan Paton, to focus attention on the conditions that 
need alleviation. The accounts are readable and most 
impressive in their relation of—to quote the Christo- 
phers—“what one man can do.”

Benet, Laura Famous American Humorists 
Dodd. Jan. 12, 1959. 190p., photogs. $3.00. (Famous 
Biographies for Young People series) 

Seventeen men and women whose writings have amused 
American readers, from Lucretia Peabody Hale, author 
of The Peterkin Papers, to Ogden Nash, are introduced, 
biographical details supplied, and something of their 
personalities indicated. Some are “professional” humor- 
ists, in the sense that Mark Twain, George Ade, Clar- 
ence Day, Robert Benchley wrote chiefly in a humorous 
vein. Others, like Henry Augustus Shute and Edward 
Streeter, hit the bull’s eye of popular favor less fre- 
quently. (One misses Irvin S. Cobb who kept an entire 
generation entertained with his biting comments.) The 
accounts are honest, with no gilding of their subjects’

personal weaknesses and financial burdens. They are 
not, however, scintillating, and it is a question in this 
reader’s mind whether the brief quoted bit which closes 
each article is sufficient to send the young reader on to 
the original from which it was taken.

Land and the People of Finland 
Lippincott. Mar. 11, 1959. 126p., map, photogs. $2.95, 
(Portraits of the Nations series) 
The author has handled admirably the history, cus- 
toms, cities and people of a nation which in its early 
period lacked written records, enduring artifacts, or- 
ganized mythology and epics, and which during its 
known historical period has been the battleground for 
Sweden, Russia and Germany and an independent unit 
only rarely and briefly. She attributes the little coun- 
try’s survival at all to sisu, “a solid, even stolid, rock-like 
obstinancy” which has enabled her people to hang on, 
to scratch a living from inhospitable soil and to resist 
foreign pressures. Most interesting of the chapters in 
the book are those which deal with Finland’s long ob- 
session with magic (shamanism), her dedication to 
sports and the Olympic Games, the stone-age Lapp 
people whom early Finns displaced and pushed into 
the Arctic Circle. More familiar but no less interesting 
is the brief account of Finland’s five world-famous citi- 
zens, Paavo Nurmi, Johan Julius Sibelius, the Saarinens, 
father and son, and General Mannerheim whose advice 
to the world democracies to prepare for war if they wish 
to preserve peace seems appropriate for present condi- 
tions. There is a small amount of repetition in the 
various chapters, but not unpleasantly so. A block of 
photographs from the Finnish Tourist Association is 
very welcome, but Erick Berry’s writing is, as always, 
sufficiently lively and impelling to keep the reader turn- 
ing to the next page. Indexed.

Bowen, Robert Sidney 

Lothrop. Mar. 16,1959. 184p. $2.75. 
Several familiar themes are evident in the story of 
Danny Logan, 19-year-old wonder second baseman. 
Before his father’s accidental death, the latter had been 
declared the most valuable player in the league, so 
Danny came by his love for the game directly. Then 
there is the not-too-original episode of a rookie’s being 
called from the farm club in an emergency and thereby 
saving the pennant. There is the spectacular last- 
inning play, (an unassisted triple, in this case), which 
wins the critical game. There is also the reluctance of 
youth to turn to others for help in solving a problem. 
And finally there is an attempt on the part of gamblers 
to blackmail the new star and to destroy his father’s 
reputation unless he loses the games for his team. 
Woven together, they make light reading for the sports 
fan, with perhaps a little more roundness of character 
showing than in earlier Bowen books.

*Chubb, Thomas Caldecott The Byzantines 
Illustrated by Richard M. Powers. World. Mar. 10, 1959. 
126p. $2.95. (Major Cultures of the World series) 

In a colorful, informally narrated account apparently 
born of enthusiastic admiration for his subject, an estab- 
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lished author and critic reviews the history of the 
Eastern Roman Empire, Byzantine life, government, 
army, economy and religion. Lively in its presentation 
and deft in its selection of facts to recount and person- 
alities to describe, the book is fascinating and easy to 
read. Since it covers a phase of world history often 
minimized in school courses, it will not only round out 
young people’s acquaintance with the subject but bal- 
ance more evenly the prominence Western Rome has 
heretofore held. The emphasis is always on the posi- 
tive achievements of these people, though the author 
acknowledges their cruelty, treachery and insatiable 
purusit of pleasure. Dates are kept to a bare handful, 
but when used are so played up as to ensure their stay- 
ing in the memory. As usual in this series, a chrono- 
logical chart comparing the Byzantine Empire with 
world events is provided. A brief list of books (a little 
more difficult to read than is this one) ends the text.

Crisp, Frank The Sea Ape 
Illustrated by Dick Powers. Coward. Feb, 26, 1959. 254p. 
$3.50. 

In the latest of the stories about Dirk and Jim, salvage 
divers, the two took on a search job in the Semangka 
Bay waters for the young owner of a deserted, damaged 
ketch they have salvaged. Local rumors told of a 
savage Sea Ape, and local characters warned against 
sailing around the ruined pirates’ fortress on Hadjuk 
Island. But when the youths persisted they discovered 
a sunken Dutch freighter, fell into the hands of the 
“Sea Ape,” recovered the missing man and with him a 
hoard of diamonds lost in submarine warfare during 
World War II. Much dialog, a minimum of descriptive 
passages and a maximum of action make this easy read- 
ing for junior high. It has somewhat less information 
about sea diving than the earlier books in the series.

Davis, Clive E. The Book of Missiles 
Dodd. Feb. 23,1959. 96p., photogs., diagrs. $2.75. 

The author believes that military exigencies and the 
current technological war between Russia and the 
United States require that we pass with all speed 
through the Missile Age into the Space Age. To help 
an informed public stand back of the laymen in the 
field who make governmental decisions about the sub- 
ject, he has gone to the Service agencies and to industry 
for the information and photographs that make up the 
picture-text. Rocket history is briefly reviewed, and 
the distinction between rockets and jets made clear. 
Then he identifies the air-to-air, air-to-surface, surface- 
to-tir (including the missile defense systems), and the 
surface-to-surface missiles. In most cases, we are told 
how the missile operates, what its specialized function 
is, and what its performance has been to date. 


Since missile development is closely bound up with 
space advancement, the author also reviews progress in 
this field, and ventures a look into the future. Full-page 
photographs are clear and dramatic. But perhaps the 
most lasting impression the reader carries away from 
the book comes from the enumeration of the hitherto 
unrealized number of missiles developed to date, and 
the startling number of functional specializations these 
represent. This should be very popular with boys. 
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*Evans, I. O. The Story of Our World 
Illustrated by Warren McLaren. Roy. Mar. 9, 1959. 224p. 
$3.00. 

An overview of world history which ranges from 
theories about the origin of the globe itself, down to 
the hopes for space travel coming out of the Inter- 
national Geophysical Year, this shows admirable com- 
pression, selectivity and, (when discussing socio-eco- 
nomic conditions), good interest potential. Taking each 
great historical period in turn, the author sometimes 
describes events and conditions, and at others alludes 
to them briefly, stopping over a few of the individuals 
who changed the course of history, e.g., Alexander, 
Justinian, Napoleon, Hitler, though many others are 
named. Quite evidently a Britisher and member of 
the Established Church, his sympathies are with his 
country and his religious group, but he is eminently 
fair in discussing other countries and religions. Thus, 
though he cannot resist calling attention to William 
the Conqueror’s invasion “with the Pope’s blessing,” 
and to the Roman Catholic Church’s having con- 
demned Galileo, he recalls Jesuit achievements in re- 
claiming certain countries for Catholicism and in set- 
ting up schools that “were long the best in Christen- 
dom.” And he acknowledges that Henry VIII broke 
with the Church “largely for personal reasons and to 
plunder its great wealth.” Moreover, he is unequivocal 
when discussing human evolution in stating that the 
soul did not evolve but was especially created by God. 
On the other hand, an American reader is apt to be 
amused when he reads: “The Royal Family, who are 
above politics, have a far-reaching influence on country 
and people.” And his inference that the postwar inter- 
national problems arose from the inexperience of Attlee 
and Truman in dealing with Stalin at the Potsdam Con- 
ference would be hard to prove. While it is difficult 
to know whether a reader’s enjoyment of a book of this 
kind comes from the happy, orderly marshalling of data 
met before and the pointing out of their relationships, 
or whether the young reader coming to it without some 
background in history would be bewildered by its cover- 
age, it is fairly certain that as collateral reading for 
history courses this is excellent.

Montgomery, Rutherford George Tim’s Mountain 
Illustrated by Julian de Miskey. World. Mar. 10, 1959. 
218p. $2.95. 

Since his mother’s death, Little Tim had lived with 
Big Tim, his uncle, in a delapidated shack in the Cali- 
fornia mountains, such time as he did not have to go 
through the purgatory of school in the valley. Big Tim 
was casual about working, but he was adamant about 
keeping his promise that Little Tim should go to school. 
Little Tim loved the wild things of the mountains, 
while Big Tim looked on them as food. Hence the rift 
that occurred between uncle and nephew when Little 
Tim tamed a baby raccoon, only to have Big Tim sell 
it to a hunting party in order to raise money due on a 
fat sow he was buying. Fortunately, Big Tim’s interest 
in the pretty schoolteacher smoothed over the boy’s 
defiant recovery of his pet, and the book ends happily 
with ail three enjoying the first corn from the patch 
Uncle Tim had planned and Little Tim had spent the 
summer hoeing. There is a nice feel for mountain and 
wild life in the story, complete understanding between 
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the two males of different generations, and thorough 
enjoyment of the irresponsible, free life the two lead. 
Junior high boys may feel the plot falls apart with the 
introduction of the schoolteacher’s regard for Uncle 
Tim—and thus show their mature critical judgment— 
though the phase is not labored. They will probably 
overlook this part because of the good characterizations 
in uncle and nephew, the suspense of recovering the 
raccoon and the good humor of the whole book.

Nourse, Alan Edward Scavengers in Space 
McKay. Mar. 6,1959. 180p. $2.75. 

Science fiction, hard-packed with adventure, marks a 
tale projected into the 22nd century, with Venus and 
Mercury already crowded from Earth’s overflow popu- 
lation and the United Nations looking forward to occu- 
pying the stars. Meantime, prospecting the Asteroid 
Belt between Jupiter and Mars was gradually being 
taken over by a greedy, ruthless syndicate which also 
hoped to control star travel ultimately. When an in- 
dependent miner made a startling discovery on one of 
the asteroids he was killed by syndicate agents, and his 
sons, determined to relocate the site, found themselves 
locked in a dangerous feud with their father’s mur- 
derers. Followed a dangerous game of hare and hounds 
among the space ships in the Belt, which gives the 
author a chance to describe Martian cities and space 
ships—passenger, freight and scooters. These do not 
violate probability, but it must be admitted the story 
slips into sheer fantasy when a devastating blast gun, 
a map to the stars and filmed information on getting 
there, all left by previous inhabitants before their planet 
exploded, prove to be the sought-for, fought-for dis- 
covery made by the boys’ father. Background and epi- 
sodes are original and highly imaginative, and a chase 
through the ventilating system of a great luxury space 
ship is well detailed.

Vinnie and the Flag-Tree 
Duell. Feb. 26,1959. 149p. $2.95. 


Using her home territory as setting, (southern Illinois’ 
Little Egypt region, settled by both Northerners and 
Southerners), recalling stories heard at Civil War vet- 
erans’ reunions held on her father’s farm, plus her 
family’s association with General John A. Logan and 
his wife, the author weaves a story centered around 
fictitious 16-year-old Vinnie Rendleman. 


In joining Mrs. Logan’s nursing group, Vinnie’s main 
purpose was to be near the man she loved. Fate re- 
warded her efforts when, wounded, he was brought to 
the hospital in which she served. After nursing him 
back to health, she married him and went home to 
wait for him and to do her bit for the Union cause. 
When local sympathizers plotted to prevent supplies 
from reaching the Union armies by sabotaging the rail- 
road, Vinnie thwarted them by lowering the Stars and 
Stripes from a towering flag pole atop a giant tree, 
thereby signalling nearby guards. The war over, she 
played an impromptu part in the first Memorial Day 
service at Carbondale, Illinois, which inspired the estab- 
lishment of the day nationally and which also helped 
in reuniting a Confederate-entangled sister and neigh- 
bors with her family. Written in the first person and 
with a certain amount of exaggeration, the story will 
provide younger high school girls with some background 
for the period, and will show them, through the story 
of the sentimental and adventurous Vinnie, the ten- 
sions and heartaches caused by the war.

Ruth, Claire Merritt, (with Bill Slocum) 
The Babe and I 
Prentice. Feb. 1, 1959. 215p., photogs. $3.95. 


The second wife of the famous ballplayer, in collabora- 
tion with his one-time ghost writer, writes frankly and 
at times mordantly of his underprivileged boyhood, his 
too-quick, phenomenal success in sport, his wildness, 
extravagance and refusal to be bound by club rules, of 
his first wife, his love for children, his second wife's 
attempt to induce him to live sensibly, and his unhappy 
years in retirement. A few new interpretations of inci- 
dents in his life may be discovered: an occasion when 
his club and the newsmen reported him ill from over- 
eating but the disability had really come from an injury 
while playing, and the occasion of the famous Gehrig- 
Ruth rupture, which was caused by their womenfolks’ 
gossip. 


How much of the total effect of the book (which is not 
pleasant in its impact) is due to Mrs. Ruth and how 
much to her collaborator is impossible to determine. 
They are outspoken in attributing ingratitude to man- 
agers and owners, and their short, flat statements ring 
on the ear like shot in a tin pail. In spite of the open- 
ing sentence, “I am a lady in love with a legend,” one 
suspects the legend may suffer, where young people are 
concerned, since the picture which emerges is such an 
unhappy one. Full credit is assigned to the Xaverian 
Brother Matthias who first took an interest in the small 
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waif who had been labelled hopelessly incorrigible at 
eight years, and to Cardinal Spellman’s kindness to the 
man. It is also admitted that though the former Mrs. 
Frank Hodgson had no objection to marrying a divorced 
man Babe himself refused remarriage until his first wife 
died, though he courted the second one secretly for 
five-six years. We are told, “Babe had in him a deep 
fondness for the Catholicism he had been raised in. 
He had often attended Mass in his adult life, although 
he never lived up to the Church’s basic rule on the 
subject. However, he had used the prayers of his child- 
hood every day of his adult life.” A highly condensed, 
more taut and better written version of the book ap- 
peared in the March 7, 1959, issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post.

xWalters, Hugh Menace from the Moon 
Criterion. Feb. 20,1959. 191p. $3.50. 

Sequel to the well-received Blast-Off at 0300, but inde- 
pendently interesting apart from the earlier story, is the 
tale of Britain’s second call upon young Christopher 
Godfrey for assistance, this time in a plan to nuclear- 
bomb a mysterious moon cone whose stream of deadly 
rays has been shutting down atom-powered plants the 
world over and critically injuring people of all walks 
of life. Assured by his friend, Sir George Benson who 
is Director of Rocket Research at Woomera where the 
launching takes place, that there will be less danger in 
this second rocket trip, and impressed by the fact that 
Britain, Russia and the United States have submerged 
their differeneces in the face of world-wide danger, 
Chris agrees to drop on the moon a beacon which will 
direct atomic warheads to blast it. And he undergoes 
the strenuous conditioning necessary beforehand. What 
neither he nor Sir George knows is that the director of 
the project has no plans to bring Chris back from the 
moon. How the boy learns of his danger while in 
flight, his struggle with himself to carry out the project, 
and his rescue make suspenseful, exciting reading. Like 
the first story, this rests upon present scientific knowl- 
edge, without for the most part assuming more than we 
know or have yet accomplished. True, it takes for 
granted that men have long since succeeded in sending 
satellites into orbit around the moon, but perhaps by 
the time the young person reads the story this may have 
been done. The phase about dealy radiation from the 
the moon is the only part that comes under the head 
of fantasy. The publishers say the author is director 
of an English engineering firm and a member of the 
British Interplanetary Society. He has written a com- 
petent, carefully controlled, successful story.

The 17-year-old cub reporter of The Watermelon Mys- 
tery (1955) decides Josepf Ostracht, reported drowned 
by a rip tide off San Francisco, is really alive since the 
watch found with his clothing is a cheap one. The 
man was said to have owned a $200 timepiece. The 
boy’s deductions lead him to a sinister manufacturer 
of plastics, former Nazi concentration camp inmate, 
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who injures Mike’s younger sister, wounds and kidnaps 
the boy, and causes an apartment fire which takes seven 
lives, before the mystery is fully solved. Much action, 
an occasional grammatical slip, something about news- 
paper work, and some inconsistencies of character and 
incident mark the book, unfortunately. In spite of 
good pace and popular subject, the book seems hastily 
written.
